became eloquent, and all the company hung upon | 


Higher and still higher the argument rose, 
until at last earth was lost sight of, and, stretching 
the wings of his imagination fora still higher flight, 
he sent the cheese and plates before him rolling in 
all directions on the floor. The company scarcely 
knew which to admire most—his wonderful faculty 
of extemporization, or his full mind, or his great 
enthusiasm—until next morning every word he 
had said appeared verbatim et literatim in the “ Re- 
vue des Deux Mondes”! He had done nothing but 
recite it! They would have pardoned him but for 
the incident in which the cheese figured. They 
could not forgive him for depriving them, with 
malice prepense, of the cheese solely for an oratori- 
cal effect. I have alluded, once or twice in the 
course of this correspondence, to the rancorous and 
implacable hatred he bears to M. Jules Simon, the 
author of the “School of Alexandria,” the “ Work- 
ing Girl,” and other philosophical and social works.

He did not turn 
round, but, knowing that the visitor must be one of 
his intimate friends (else entrance to the study 
would have been denied him), and that I was at 
Versailles, he said in a whining voice: ‘Ah! my 
dear friend, you have before you the most over- 
worked man you ever saw. I know not what it is 
to sleep. My head is on fire. My brain seethes. I 
do not live; I labor, and with whom? With divine 
Plato. Iam in the high fever of translation. I 
am struggling day and night'to give in our French 
language—so dry and so poor!—something of this 
rich and harmonious Greek, so pure in its form and 
its ideas. Iam hard at work on the dialogue entitled 


‘The Little Hippias,’ in which Plato discourseth on 
lying, that ignoble vice, and you cannot conceive, 


no, you cannot conceive, how much trouble and 
thought this little Hippias gives me.’ 1 made no 
reply, for on my last visit to town I had brought in 
a complete translation of the ‘ Little Hippias.’ lhe 
proof-sheets had been sent out to me, and he had 
not changed a letter or a comma of my translation. 
Hearing no reply, he turned round to see what 
visitor was in his study. He saw me, embarrassed, 
dumb, and awkward. I made no impression on 
him. He did not start—he did not so much as 
blush. Hesmiled in raillery, and said, in a jeering 
tone, ‘Hallo, Simon,is that you? Well! well! well! 
Nobody in Paris knows better than you the labor I 
spend on ‘Little Hippias.’” What do you think of 
that cool impndence? Is it exceeded by M. Alex. 
Dumas’s last letter to M. Paul Meurice ? 

While I am speaking of that strange bit of literary 
confession, let me lay before you M. Michel Levy’s 
letter in reply to a portion of that epistle: “* Les 
Deux Diane’ was published for the first time eigh- 
teen years ago by M. Cadot, and I have nothing 
whatsoever to do with the falsification of its certifi- 
eate of birth. I received the book with confidence 
from the hands of the first publishers, and since 
the signing of my contract with Dumas I have done 
nothing whatsoever but reprint the work from the 
stereotype plates which previously existed. As for 
the observation which Dumas says he made me in 
1860, to dismiss ‘ Les Deux Diane’ from the collec- 
tion of his works, I confess I retain no recollection 
whatsoever of it; and my great and excellent friend 
may once, by accident, have taken his intention 
for his deed, for his actions follow so close upon 
his thoughts. In any event, you cannot seriously 
believe that I intend to stand upon the contract, and 
insist that Dumas shall be the author of the book 
despite himself. But I cannot help that there is

Literature has been tossed on a stormy sea this | 


week. The Literary Men’s Society held its annual 
meeting. It was previously known that a portion 
of the Society was determined to introduce radical 
reforms in it, some say to make dull books sell and 
tohave stupid authors published, and their first move 


was to eliminate from the committee of manage- | 


ment obnoxious members who were supposed to 
thwart all efforts to bring a golden age for authors 
(and, it is to be hoped, for publishers) in 185. 
The meeting (which was graced by the presence of 
three blue-stockings) was tempestuous in the ex- 
treme, but upon the balloting it was found both 
parties were nearly equally represented on the com- 
mittee, and the storm in a measure abated. 

The Academy of Moral and Political Sciences has 
had a battle also. There were two candidates: one, 
M. Cochin, was an ultra-Papist; the other, M. Ber- 
sot, is a philosophical writer, not untinged with 
skepticism. M. Guizot took the field against him 
(although he is a writer in the “ Journal des Débats,” 
which was M. Guizot’s organ during his whole 
ministry) and supported the ultra-Papist with all 
his influence. The debate was extremely animated, 
and the election of the former was carried by one 
Vote. 

The elections of the French Academy are ap- 
pointed to be held on the 6th of April. The candi- 


dates are Messrs. Jules Janin, Camille Doucet, | 


Autran, de Lomenie, and Philaréte Chasles. The 
election will be warmly contested. Were Mme.

I regret to announce the death of M. Gratiolet,

| The Russian publisher who is to bring out the Rus-

copyright. It will be translated by Prof. Stassule- 
vitch. The first printed copy was given by the 
emperor to his wife ; the second to the son, with this 
address: “‘To my son, an evidence of my lively 
tenderness. Napo.tgon.” M. Rath, a publisher of 
Pesth, has given $1200 copyright to publish it in 
| Hungarian. It is said the author will make this 
division of the proceeds of the copyright: one- 
| quarter to himself, todefray expenses of publication ; 
one-quarter each to M. Alfred Maury, the well- 
known antiquarian, to M. Raimbaut, the son-in- 
law of the late M. Moquart, and who collected the 
authorities, and to Colonel Stoepel, who made sur- 
veys and explorations of all of Cesar’s camps. ‘La 
France” has announced that the press will be 
allowed to criticize the work freely. This announce- 
ment has been resented as offensive, but it is pro- 
bable that no newspaper will dare to play Jeffrey.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

New anv Comprete Epirion or Burke’s Works.— 
Little, Brown & Co. propose to issue in twelve 
monthly volumes, crown Syvo., the Works of Ed- 
mund Burke, as edited by his literary executors, 
and completed under the superintendence of Dr. 
William King, Bishop of Rochester. The first vol- 
ume will appear in June next. We believe there 
is no very fine American library edition of Burke. 
The English edition is costly, and we are glad that 
it is being reproduced in this country, in a style 
and at a price that will make it generally accessible. 
The republication is in good hands, and it will be 
carried through with the taste and energy which 
characterize all the important literary undertakings 
of the publishers. 

LITERATURE OF THE REBELLION.—Messrs. Bartlett 
& Halliday, of Boston, have in press a work with 
the above title, by Mr. John R. Bartlett, of Provi- 
dence, which will contain a catalogue of all the 
known books and pamphlets printed, as well in 
Europe as in the United States, which relate to the 
Rebellion. It is to be printed in a quarto form, in 
the finest manner, in the style of Mr. Munsell’s 
well-known publications, with a few copies on large 
paper. 

THE controversy in regard to the authorship of 
“ Nothing to Wear’’ will shortly be revived by the 
sensation of a new novel entitled “ Mary Brandegee,” 
which Mr. Carleton will soon publish, from the pen 
of the young lady who claims to have created Miss 
Flora McFlimsey, who had “nothing to wear.’’

The author’s other books, “ Rutledge,” “ Suther- 
lands,” “ Warrington,” and “ Louie,” have been ex- 
ceedingly popular, their sale reaching nearly 100,000 
copies ; and as “St. Philip’s” is said to be superior 
in nearly every respect to its predecessors, the de- 
mand for it bids fair to be large. 

Rosinson’s Hoty Lanp.—Murray, the London pub- 
lisher, has brought out “The Physical Geography 
of the Holy Land,” by Edward Robinson, D.D., and, 
though the author is American, the “ London Athe- 
nzum’”’ praises the book, saying: “ As an account 
of the physical aspects of Palestine, of the hills and 
valleys, lakes and rivers, springs and reservoirs, 
plains and wadies, winds and temperature, rocks 
and soil, this volume is a capital summary of our 
present knowledge. Much remains to be learnt; 
but what is now known is here compactly and 
pleasantly told.” 

CarpinaAL WisemMan.—The concluding paper in

With occasional Notes on German, Dutch, 
Danish, French, Italian, Spanish, Portuguese, and 
Russian Books.” As it is sold at sixpence per pum- 
ber, it is clear that mere profit is not the publishers’ 
aim.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 


History of Julius Cesar. Vol. I. pp. xv., 463. New 

York: Harper & Brothers. 

These are the only words upon the title-page of one 
of the most significant volumes of recent times. It 
isa tribute by the shrewdest of living writers to the 
memory of the most illustrious politician of a na- 
tion of politicians. It is a voice of historic and 
personal sympathy appealing from the Island of St. 
Helena to the Capitolian Hill, and is intended to 


avenge the ostracism of Napoleon by avenging the | 


slaying of Cesar. The work reaches us just as we are 
going to press, and what our hands find to write touch- 
ing its form and contents they must write quickly.

faced type, the stout heavy paper, the neat binding, 
and the ornamentation of the sides are all that could 
be desired. It is not in every respect an edition of 
luxury, nor is it so intended, but it is issped in that 
judicious medium style which will gratify the lover 
of well-made books, and, at the same time, not place 
it by costliness beyond the reach of general buyers. 
It is scarcely necessary to say that this is the author- 
ized translation. We are told that the volume was 


entered at the office of the Minister of the Inte- | 


rior, in March, 1865, and simultaneous editions 
have appeared in English, German, Italian, Portu- 
guese, Russian, Danish, Norwegian, Swedish, and 
Hungarian. The English publishers are Cassell, 
Pelter, and Galpin, and the American publishers 
are Harper & Brothers. The author’s name does 
hot appear on the title-page. 
Seven pages, dated “ Palace of the Tuileries, March 
20, 1862,” and subscribed “ Napoleon,” sets forth 


the general aim of the volume, which is stated ,to | 


be “to prove that when Providence raises up such 
men as Cesar, Charlemagne, and Napoleon, it is to 
trace out to peoples the path they ought to follow, 
to stamp with the seal of their genius a new era, 
and to accomplish in a few years the labor of many 
centuries.” The general estimate which is formed 
of the character of Cesar is indicated in the follow-

|ing portion of the preface: “‘Too many historians 
find it easier to lower men of genius than, with a 
generous inspiration, to raise them to their due 
| height, by penetrating their vast designs. Thus, 
as regards Cesar, instead of showing us Rome, torn 
to pieces by civil wars and corrupted by riches, 
trampling under foot her ancient institutions, 
threatened by powerful peoples, such as Gauls, 
Germans, and Parthians, incapable of sustaining 
herself without a central power stronger, more 
stable, and more just; instead, I say, of tracing 
this faithful picture, Cesar is represented, from an 
early age, as already aspiring to the supreme power. 
If he opposes Sylla, if he disagrees with Cicero, if 
he allies himself with Pompey, it is the result of 
that far-sighted astuteness which divined every- 
thing with a view to bring everything under sub- 
jection. If he throws himself into Gaul, it is to 
acquire riches by pillage, or soldiers devoted to his 
projects ; if he crosses the sea to carry the Roman 
eagles into an unknown country, but the conquest 
of which will strengthen that of Gaul, it is to seek 
there pearls which were believed to exist in the 
seas of Great Britain. If, after having vanquished 
the formidable enemies of Italy on the other side 
of the Alps, he meditates an expedition against the 
Parthians, to avenge the defeat of Crassus, it is, as 
certain historians say, because activity was a part 
of his nature, and that his health was better when 
he was campaigning. If he accepts from the Senate 
with thankfulness a crown of laurel, and wears it 
with pride, it is to conceal his bald head. If, 
lastly, he is assassinated by those whom he had 
loaded with benefits, it is because he sought to 
make himself king; as though he were not to his con- 
temporaries, as well as for posterity, the greatest of 
all kings. Since Suetonius and Plutarch, such are 
|the paltry interpretations which it has pleased 
people to give to the noblest actions. But by what 
| Sign are we to recognize a man’s greatness? By 
| the empire of his ideas, when his principles and his 
| system triumph in spite of his death or defeat. Is 
| it not, in fact, the peculiarity of genius to survive 
| destruction, and to extend its empire over future 
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generations? Cwsar disappeared, and his inflpence | 
predominates still more than during his life. Cic- 

ero, his adversary, is compelled to exclaim: ‘ All 

the acts of Cesar, his writings, his words, his 

promises, his thoughts have more force since his 

death than if he were still alive.’ For ages it was 

enough to tell the world that such was the will of 
Cesar, for the world to obey it.” 

As in the opening of the volume, Cesar and the 
First Napoleon are exalted side by side, so at its | 
close it is apologetically asked: “Is it truer to say | 
that Cesar, having become proconsul, aspired to 
sovereign power?” and the like fellowship of glory 
is reproduced in the answer: “ No; in departing for 
Gaul he could no more have thought of reigning 
over Rome than could General Buonaparte, starting 
for Italy in 1796, have dreamed of the Empire.” 

In entering upon the body of the work, we find 
it divided into two books. The first consists of 
preliminary matter, and is subdivided into six 
chapters, under the following titles respectively : 
Rome under the Kings; Establishment of the 
Consular Republic ; Conquest of Italy; Prosperity 
of the Basin of the Mediterranean before the Punic 
Wars; Punic Wars and Wars of Macedonia and | 
Asia; The Gracchi, Marius, and Sylla. These chap- | 
ters occupy two hundred and eighty pages, and 
prepare the way for the biography proper. We | 
then enter upon the second book, in five chapters, 
in the first of which the author breaks a lance with | 
“the celebrated German author, Mommsen”’ upon | 
the question, whether the date of Cesar’s birth was 
the year 654 or 652. The latter is Mommsen’s cor- 
rection, but the Emperor marshals historic testi- 
mony, which, as he thinks, answers the reasoning | 
on which the correction rests. The first four! 


| 


chapters of the second book are divided by dates 


instead of subjects. The fifth, however, which 
begins with the assumption of the consulate, is 
entitled “ Consulship of Cesar and Bibulus (695),”’ | 
and with it the present volume closes. The con- 
cluding paragraph is in this elevated strain of 
thought: “ Let us not continually seek little pas- | 
sions in great souls. The success of superior men, 
and it is a consoling thought, is due rather to the 
loftiness of their sentiments, than to the specula- | 
tions of selfishness and cunning; this success de- | 
pends much more on their skill in taking advantage 
of circumstances than on that presumption blind | 
enough to believe itself capable of creating events 
which are in the hands of God alone. Certainly 
Cesar had faith in his destiny, and confidence in | 
his genius; but faith is an instinct, not a caleula- | 
tion, and genius foresees the future without under- | 
standing its mysterious progress.’’ 

The exact position which the work will acquire | 
as a contribution to the most interesting chapter of | 
Roman History cannot be critically defined until 
all the forthcoming volumes shall have appeared. | 
In point of style, the author confines himself to the | 
subject, indulges in few episodes, adopts a manner | 
of speaking in which he aims only to be pointed | 
and clear, and eschews everything that may have | 
the appearance of superficiality of statement or} 
mere rhetoric of expression. - The facts are repro- 
duced with freshness, and the writer unfolds his 
narrative with the steadiness, concentration, ear- 
nestness, and devotion of one who is thoroughly 
saturated with his subject. The aspect of anti- 
quity is stripped away, and we enter into the eneeen | 
of Cesar with as keen a relish as we would into! 
that of a modern hero. The notes contain no col- | 
lateral or subordinate disquisitions, but simply in- | 
dicate the general sources of authority, and corro- 
borate or slightly expand the text. It is, moreover, 
a characteristic of them that the authorities cited 
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are the ancient ones. Modern authors are referred 
to most sparingly, although we are not left to sup- 
pose that they have been overlooked, for on page 5, 
where there is a short paragraph upon slaves and 
freedmen, we are told “these questions have been 
the object of learned researches, but after an atten- 
tive perusal of the works of Beaufort, Niebuhr, 
Geettling, Duruy, Marquardt, Mommsen, Lange, &c., 
the difference of opinions is discouraging, and we 
have adopted those which appeared most probable.”’ 
A citation or two from Mommsen, a passage from 
Montesquieu, a coupie of specific references to Mad- 
vig, and a general commendation of “the remarkable 
work” of Mace, “Sur les Lois Agraires,” and a pas- 
sage from Duruy are about all of the precise acknow- 
ledgments of modern scholarship contained in the 
text of the first hundred pages. We have, as a 


| general rule, only allusions to the different opin- 


ions of recent writers, with a summary and quasi- 


| imperial adjudication upon them as in the passage 
'above quoted, and in another, where, in discussing 


the privileges of the coloni as citizens, it is said, in 
the same spirit, “ modern authors are not agreed on 


| this point, but we may consider the question as 


solved in the sense of our text by Madvig.’’ 
We are well aware that adventitious circumstances 


| may give notoriety to the work, and procure for it in 


different quarters a friendly, an indifferent, or a 
hostile reception. For ourselves, however, we re- 
gard it as a very remarkable production. That the 
busiest man, probably, on the continent of Europe, 
one who sustains the weight of a burdensome go- 
vernment, substantially carried on not by the pro- 


‘curation of ministers, but by himself individually, 


should find time enough to devote to an elabo- 
rate and protracted historical research, surveying 
localities, tracing battle-fields, and reproducing tri- 
remes aad armor, is a circumstance which should 
put toshame not only the whole tribe of literary 
fops, amateurs, and di/ettanti, but also grave pro- 
fessors, students, and scholars, whose sole business 
it is to investigate and instruct, and who unfortu- 
nately render so meagre an account to God and man 
of their time and talents. That an emperor should 
have the taste and obtain the opportunity for any 
important literary work, although in itself a fact of 
great moment, is not, however, all in the case that 
excites our wonderment. He might well employ 
his studious leisure in studying beasts, or stones, 
or flowers, for Zoology, Mineralogy, and Botany 
would be quite innocent recreations. Bunt when 
he plunges into the vortex of ancient politics for 
the purpose of unfolding to the world his views 
upon the most momentous problems of state-craft

and moral boldness which in a private citizen 
would command our respect, in a statesman in office © 
would excite admiration, but in a reigning sovereign 
are almost without parallel. No matter what may 
have been the inspiring motive to this undertaking ; 
no matter whether it be mere love of study, personal 
ambition, or Machiavellian subtlety ; no matter what 
latent meaning may be concealed in these shrewd 
sentences, we cannot avoid the conviction that a 
work of learning, wisdom, and power has been 
produced which in many respects is fitted to stand 
at the head of achievements in royal or imperial 
authorship, and even akin in its origin to that 
sagacity, flexibility, and insight which produced 
the enduring commentaries of the great subject of 
the biography. z

Travels in Central Asia, being the Account of a Jour- 
ney from Tcheran across the Turkoman Desert on 
the Eastern Shore of the Caspian to Khiva, Bokhara, 
and Samarcand, performed in the year 1863 by Ar- 
minius Vambery, member of the Hungarian Acad- 
emy of Pesth. pp. xvi., 493. New York: Harper 
& Brothers. 

We have here another of the volumes indicative 
of Harper & Brothers’ recent improvements in the 
manufacture of books. The work possesses a great 
deal of interest. It opens up to our inspection an 
interior view of a country, our knowledge of which 
has been heretofore confined chiefly to its exterior. 
The author is a Hungarian, with a decided inclina- 
tion to linguistic science, having in early youth 
occupied himself with several languages of Europe 
and Asia, and Oriental and Western literature. He 
was chiefly desirous of investigating the affinity 
between the Hungarian and the Turco-Tartaric dia- 
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lects. With this object in view he wandered from 
the Bosphorus to Samarcand. In these pages he 
gives a sketch of the social and political relations, 
character, usages, and customs of the races inhabit- 
ing Central Asia. The narrative is popular in its 
form, and does not contain his philological results, 
which will appear in a work to be specially devoted 
to that subject. The contents are divided into two 
parts: the first is a description of the journey from 
Tcheran to Samarcand and back; the second is de- | 
voted to the statistics, geography, politics, Kc. of 
Central Asia. The text is illustrated by a map. 
Fry’s Traveller’s Guide and Descriptive Journal of 
the Great Northwestern Territories of the United 
States of America: comprising the Territories of 
Idaho, Washington, Montana, and the State of 
Oregon, with Sketches of Colorado, Utah, Nebras- 
ka, and British America; the Grain, Pastoral, 
and Gold Regions defined, with some New Views 
of their Future Greatness.

The long title of the book is so descriptive of the 
scope of the contents that little more is required to 
be added. The author states that he has condensed 
into this small volume the memoranda and reflec- 
tions suggested by numerous and extensive journeys 
in the wilderness and in the midst of the pioneer 
people who occupy the foreground of progress and | 
clear the open tract of empire.

One hundred and ten substances are enu- 
merated, from which it is claimed that paper of fair 
quality has been produced. The narrative begins 
with papyrus, and traces the progress of invention 
down to an American patent of last year for producing 
paper from espartero, or Spanish grass. A specimen 
of paper made wholly from southern cane is ap- 
pended. The work refers to all the patents and ex- 
periments of the present century, and furnishes sta- 
tistics of the quantity of rags consumed and their 
prices, together with a large body of miscellaneous 
facts connected with the production and consump- 
tion of paper.
